U. S. Watches for Smugglers 
As Gold Bug Bites Foreign- s

YWASHINGTON— (N EA )—Recent attem pts to smug g le g old out of 
the United States have disclosed some odd ang les to foreig n 
hoarding . 
Every tim e there is a political crisis in some part of the 
world, the desire increases to convert looal currencies— which may 
fluctuate in value—for som ething of supposedly perm anent value, 
like g old. 
T hat’s w hat starts the g old smug g lers to work. 
They try 
to g et g old out of the U nited States and into countries w here there 
is little reg ulation and w here the g old can be sold at prem ium prices. 
L ast tim e there was a big effort to g et g old out of the United States 
was in 19 49 , when Chinese Nationalists w ere fleeing the Communists. 
The urg e then was to convert real property into g old and flee the 
country . 
A fter the N ationalists left the m ainland, the dem and for 
g old dropped off. 
Before that, when some 20 European currencies w ere facing de­ 
valuation, there w as another big dem and for g old. 
As soon as the 
currency devaluation was effected, the dem and for g old dropped off. 
Latest pickup in the g old smug g ling racket beg an w ith the attack 
on Korea. 
The new dem and is not concentrated to the Far East, 
however. 
Every country that faces political unrest or Com m unist 
ag g ression has dem ands for black m arket g old. India and the Middle 
Eastern countries have been g ood custom ers Eg y pt has a heavy g old 
ornam ent trade. 


M O S T of the people recently caug ht try ing to smug g le U. S. g old 
out of New York have been headed for Europe. 
This was true 
of the m an who loaded the back of his car w ith 300 pounds of g old 
and tried to ship it to Eng land. 
Commonest practice is to try to 
carry it out on the percon, or in suitcases, a little at a time. 
The French free g old m arket has recently been reporting sales 
close to $5,000,000 a day . 
But one new ang le just disclosed by U. S. 
Treasury and Justice D epartm ent officials is to smug g le g old out of 
the U. S. as pay m ent for diam onds intended to be smug g led in. 
If 
this circuit had worked, it would have y ielded a profit at both ends. 
How m any sm ug g lers don’t g et caug ht is, of course, unknow n. But 
Treasury and Customs ag ents keep a close w atch on all g old move­ 
m ents. All m ajor transactions in g old are licensed by the B ureau o:" 
the Mint. 
But efforts are m ade not to put too m uch burden on small 
holders of g old if they have leg itim ate uses for the metal. 
If a jew eler, for instance, has no m ore than 35 ounces of g old on 
hand at one tim e, he needs no license. 
But the g old sm ug g ler tries 
-to build up his stocks by buy ing from jew elers/ a little here and a 
little there, till he g ets a hoard big enoug h to sneak out. 
Thirty -five 
ounces at the g overnm ent fix ed price of $35 an ounce are w orth $1225. 


(~)NE dodg e bordering on the leg itim ate is to ship out the g old as 
fabricated jew elry —as heavy necklaces or solid g old compacts, 
for instance. 
But the price has to be rig ht to m ake this a profitable 
trade, and today the price for hoarded g old isn’t hig h enoug h. 
B ureau of the M int ex port reg ulations also interfere. They provide 
th at not m ore than 8 0 per cent of the value of the article can consist 
of g old. 
M anufacturing costs and w orkm anship have to be 20 per 
cent of the value, and faked valuations are easily detected. 
Also, if 
the g old content is more than 8 0 per cent of value, the articles are 
subject to seizure by the g overnm ent. 
A nother big catch is that European countries in particular are 
alert to all of these shipm ents. 
They are apt to put heavy im port 
duties on them , which takes out 
all the profit. 
The g old smug g ling 
trade therefore tends to move throug h 
the free ports like Tang iers, 
Macao and K uw ait, or the countries that have no reg ulations on g old 
trade, like Lebanon. 
International M onetary Fund 
has been try ing 
to break up this 
trade, but hasn’t had too much success.
